Clearing the Fuzziness of Rusty! 


CAWMC Member David “Rusty” Phillips Letter to Editor re October 2013 Timber Talk: Yesterday | rec’d the October T.T. and 
noted the huge amount of coverage for one David / Rusty Phillips, plus the two items re two Alaska personages, eg; Ken 
Rieck & Dick Hanscom..... All of these items, | felt | could elaborate a bit upon, as follows: 


David / Rusty Phillips: This person is indeed me!! Away back when, | had dark red hair and thus became called Rusty, as at 
that time | was in a group with another fellow with very red hair, and to denote who was who, he became “Red” and | became 
“Rusty”. Also, this David / Rusty hired on as a brand new rookie Fire Fighter in the Kitimat City Fire Dept, (north central coast 
of B.C.) in April, of 1958, at the tender age of 21 yrs. In 1966, when the City of Port Alberni (on Vancouver Island in south 
western B.C.) was changing from a Volunteer Fire Department to a Paid Fire Department, | applied (to get away from having 
to shovel snow for at least 5 months of each year) and was accepted. Over subsequent years, | advanced up the promotion 
scale attaining the position of Fire Chief in Spring, 1975. This position | retained until my retirement in Fall, 1995. 


Re the Community Band involvement: | joined our community Band in the early 1980’s and have played a Baritone Sax in 
this Band, ever since. 


Re the local Coin Club (Alberni Valley Coin Club): | joined this coin club also in the early 1980’s and have been an active 
member ever since. In fact, the Secretary for something close to 20 yrs.... During this time, | became interested in wooden 
nickels, due to the encouragement of a fellow coin club member, Stan Banner (now a member of the Victoria Coin Club). | 
zeroed in on Alaskan woods, because | had acquired a few, and found out that there wasn’t much knowledge about how 
many there might be from Alaska. | found out about and contacted about one half dozen wooden token collectors around 
North America and asked about what they knew about Alaskan woods. Not too much knowledge was known and all these 
folks encouraged me to start a list of Alaskan woods, and they would help me with what they did know. So, | commenced 
(approximately 1999) compiling a list of Alaskan woods. My first “published” effort listed 137 Alaskan woods.... Well, as the 
word got around, and, as | had just acquired a computer and learned about eBay and such, these “facts” just started the 
inflow of info from several sources. Since 1999, | have updated my list many, many times and now have well over 1,200 
different Alaskan woods on the list. (“more” Alaskan woods keep surfacing all the time, some new issues, some old issues, 
and | welcome info on all of them). 


This brings me to mention some of the sources of info re these woods; 


e first off, a long time member of the CAWMC, Bob Brown, from Pennsylvania, was one of my original contacts, and has 
been one of my most stalwart contributors to my listing. He has been a wonderful source of information for these many 
years. 

® secondly, years ago | was fortunate to link up with Dick Hanscom, proprietor of Alaska Rare Coins (a coin store in 


Fairbanks), who also has been a wonderful help to me in compiling both my personal collection of Alaskan woods, but 
also of information pertaining to many Alaskan woods. (Dick publishes a monthly newsletter wherein he features 
numismatica from north of 60 degrees and / or south of 60 degrees, eg; Antartica, etc.)(My articles on Alaskan woods 
also go to Dick for use in his publication) 

e thirdly, can’t remember how / when exactly, but several years ago | also linked up with Ken Rieck, of Anchorage. Ken 
has also been a great source of Alaskan woods, both for my collection and for info on many Alaskan woods. Ken also 
has a great collection of Alaskan woods and we often “horse trade” woods back and forth. Ken has a good “trap line” 
of Alaskan contacts who watch for woods for him, eg; out in the Aleution Island chain... 


As a result of my interest in finding out about Alaskan woods, my wife and | have made several “vacation” trips to Alaska, 
both for the scenery and touristy aspect, but also to roust around into any and all possible sources of Alaskan woods to see 
what | could find. These trips have resulted in many, many finds of Alaskan woods!! Needless to say, | ask many questions 
when woods are found, so as to be able to pass along (via articles) the background to the woods, as | am a great believer that 
failure to find out the background info first-hand will result in the facts of the woods being “lost in the mists of time’”...... 
Incidentally, during these trips to Alaska, | have met Ken several times, where we have sat over coffee in restaurants in 
Anchorage, discussing the whys and wherefores of Alaskan woods, whilst our long suffering wives discuss family, the 

weather, etc, etc. whilst waiting patiently for Ken & | to finish our discussions. 


Wife and | have also stayed with Dick Hanscom and his wife, Jan, at their home in Fairbanks on two occasions. So, he and | 
have had many discussion on Alaskan woods (& tokens) and also on Yukon tokens, as they are Dick’s personal collection 
interest!! 
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To summarize all of the above, my career as a Fire Fighter / Officer in the B.C. Fire Service was both interesting and very 
rewarding. My involvement with the community Band has been and continues to be a fun time, satisfying my interest in and 
love of music. My membership in the Coin Club has been most rewarding and is a wonderful hobby with lots of offshoots to 
explore. My involvement with the Alaskan woods collecting and listing has been great fun, wherein | have met countless 
interesting and helpful people, and, hopefully has contributed something to the hobby of numismatics. (Have | ever learned a 
lot about Alaska too!!!).

A Visit to ‘Alaska Rare Coins’ in Fairbanks by Mike Nourse (from May 2006 issue of ACCent, the newsletter 
of Anchorage Coin Club, and posted on Alaska Exchange site) 


Mid-February found me in the center of the state, in Fairbanks, AK for a week. | have been to Fairbanks many times before 
but it has always been on a ‘passing through’ basis on my way to the northern part of the state. This time | had a whole week 
to spend in town, and a visit to Alaska Rare Coins was on my list of things to do while | was there. 
As luck would have it, on Wednesday | had to work in the downtown area | = . 
one block west of Cushman St. on 3" Avenue. Alaska Rare Coins is right 
nearby on the corner of 2"¢ and Cushman. | had the pleasure of chatting 
with the owners Jerry Cleworth and Dick Hanscom as well as exploring 
the shop that afternoon. 

The shop is quite large and contains a good selection of coins, both raw 
and certified. There is also an entire wall of older books, mostly focused 
on the subjects of Alaska, the Yukon, and Arctic studies. There are alsoa §& 
number of ivory carvings near the front of the store. Currency is also well | 
represented. For those of you that may be planning to drop into the 
store, you should know that much of their coin inventory is not kept at 
the store, but is instead kept at an off-site location. If you are looking for 
something specific it is a good idea to give a call a day or two ahead of 
time so that Jerry and Dick can retrieve the desired items for you to see 
at the store. 


Now, in addition to running the store downstairs, Jerry and Dick conduct auctions in Fairbanks twice per year, generally 
around April and November. The auction lots are presented without reserve, though as with any auction unrealistic bids will 
not be registered. Auction lots consist of coins, tokens, medals, currency, numismatic books, and anything else that may be 
of interest to numismatists in Alaska and elsewhere. The auction lots are not posted on the internet at this time, so you will 
have to get in contact with somebody there to be put on their mailing list. 


| looked over the lots from their most recent auction, including the prices realized list, and lots sold in a wide range from a 
low of $5 on up to about $3,000, though about half sold for under $100 and a good number sold in the popular $100 to 
$500 range, so their auctions are not all about high priced slabbed rarities. 
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To get in touch with Alaska Rare Coins to inquire about some items you may need for your collection or if you are interested 
in bidding the auction and wish to be placed on their mailing list, the contact information is presented below. Jerry and Dick 
are easy to work with and get along with and their prices and grading are right on target. While there, | was able to find David 
Akers’ book about the $3 gold series which | needed to complete the six book set on the subject of United States gold coins.

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Ricky Morse and His Displays 
How To Win Awards Without Really Trying

When local coin clubs held their annual coin shows during the 1960s through 1980s, 
there was always an area that featured competitive exhibits. Collectors would make 
up displays and enter them in the various competitive categories, something that only 
takes place today at ONA and RCNA Conventions. 


The top three displays in each category would receive trophies, sometimes also 
ribbons. Medals were not awarded until more recent times. 


One frequent exhibitor, Ricky R. Morse, who is well known to wooden nickel collectors, 
did not have a car. He would hitch a ride with a small time coin dealer, Lea Ayoub, or 
take the bus and walk from the bus depot to the show venue. | remember seeing him 
arrive at annual shows throughout Southwestern Ontario with his display boards 
wrapped up in brown Kraft paper under his arm. This was during the days when local 
club shows still offered competitive exhibits for the enjoyment and educational benefit 
of collectors. 


About ten minutes before the show opened to the public and the exhibits had to be 
set up for the judging, he viewed the exhibits to see which categories did not have 
three entries. 


He would pull out his single-display boards which had the heading and very little 
information glued down, plunked it into a display case provided by the club, laid the 
numismatic items in the appropriate location and walked away before the judges 
arrived. Unfortunately, |am not aware that anyone ever took photographs of any of his 
exhibits and the last minute rush to set them up, so we cannot illustrate them here. 


Not wanting to disappoint an exhibitor by down-grading their display to the level that 
the points deserved, judges usually presented consecutive awards. For example, if 
there were two displays in one of the categories, the judges would automatically 
award first and second place, even though one or both exhibits did not deserve the 
placement according to the total points received from the judges. Therefore, it was not 
unusual for Ricky Morse to win three or four trophies at one show. 


Although it was nice of Ricky to bring displays along, it was for the wrong reasons that 
had nothing to do with educating others. Judging by the lack of information in the 
exhibits, there is no doubt it was to accumulate trophies. 


Whenever | was invited to judge, | did not hesitate to suggest to the other judges that 
we should consider whether a display should be down-graded a notch or two if they 
did not meet a certain level of excellence. 


| wonder if today Ricky would even obtain a third place for his simple displays where 
sometimes the write-up would consist of a sheet or two cut out of a magazine.
